I don't  have  his  name  hut  I have  the  license  number  of  the 
car  ha  was  driving.  I left  ay  car  at  the  parking  loti  near  the  Baker 
Hotel,  in  Dallas,  and  we  proceeded  to  his  motel,  a large  kitchenette 
motel,  as  you  go  across  the  Houston  street  atetexx  viaduct  it  i3  the 
first  motel  on  the  right,  it's  a big  white  motel,  not  too  modem,  I 
don't  know  the  name  of  it.  After  the  three  of  us  got  to  his  motel, 
where  he  was  previously  registered,  we  had  a few  drinks  in  his  room. 

He  proceeded  to  entesxi  tain  us  with  a mandolin  and  seemed  to  be  pretty 
good  with  it.  Ve  had  been  there  about  50  minutes,  as  well  ca  I 
remember.  About  this  tima  this  fellow  began  to  make  indecent  remarks 
to  the  woman,  to  the  effect  that  he  wanted  her  to  get  in  bed  with  htmT 
We  had  all  been  drinking,  I was  fairly  well  polluted,  more  so  than  the 
others  but  still  had  my  mental  and  reasoning  powers.  At  this  point  I 
objected  to  his  language  and  overtures  and  vs  became  involved  In  an 
argument  of  words.  Some  tiling  came  up  to  the  effect  that  he  mix  must  be 
a queer  or  something.  Then  He  tells  me  to  get  the  hell  out  of  there  and 
if  there's  not  going  to  be  a party  get  the  hell  out  of  the  place,  I believe 
is  the  way  he  said  ltj  and  as  I turned  to  walk  toward  the  door  and  told 
the  woman  with  me  let's  go,  he  pulled  a rifle  out  of  the  closet,  and  put 
a round  into  the  chamber,  pointed  it  at  me,  and  said:  "Leave  in  so 
many  words  that’s  what  it  amounted  to  . As  the  woman  and  I got  to  the 
door  he  said,  "I  should  take  you  strip  and  let  me  see  your  beautiful  body." 
With  that  we  walked  out  the  door.  Be  left  the  rifle  inairm  the  room  and 
case  outside  and  told  us  to  get  into  the  car  and  be  would  take  us  back  to 
our  car.  Vhena  we  got  back  to  the  parking  lot  where  wo  had  previously  left 
mssxEEa  my  car,  after  some  mere  conversation  to  the  effect  that  I didn't 
appreciate  what  he  had  done  end  this  and  that,  then  he  pulls  a pistol  — 

I don't  know  whore  it  came  from,  whether  from  his  pocket  or  from  toe  seat 
of  the  car  on  the  left.  He  had  the  pistol  in  his  lefthand.  Ve  were  still 
in  his  car  Just  as  ve  were  about  to  get  out.

fhat  was  the  last  I saw  of  him.  This  man,  to  the  beat  of  my  recollection, 
was  approximately  five  ^oot  eight  inches  tall,  weighing  approximately  175 
pounds;  with  dark  hair;  normal  complexion;  approximately  30  years  old. 

Bo  didn't  appear  to  be  a learned  person,  that  is  too  well  educated,  and 
did  not  appear  to  be  Ignorant  by  any  means. 

The  woman  friend  says  that  be  had  real  wavy  black  hair  and  was  in  her 
opinion  about  five  foot  ten,  and  would  weigh  about  165,  and  about  30 
years  old. 

The  best  I can  describe  the  rifle,  it  appeared  to  be  well  kept,  a deer 
rifle  or  something,  1 don't  know  too  much  about  guns;  tt  I know  it  was 
n°b  a .22;  I know  that  it  was  a larger  caliber  gun,  perhaps  in  my  judgment 
a 303  caliber... that  would  be  my  guess  what  it  would  be.  It  had  a chrome 
appearance©  about  it  somewhere. 

I heard  him  cock  the  pistol  as  he  told  us  to  sit  still,  end  I got  a very 
dim  look  at  the  gun,  it  seemed  a long  barrel  like  a police  officer  normally 
carries. 

We  both  ©greed  it  was  a light  green  car,  a new  model  somewhat  on  the  smaller 
side,  about  like  the  appearances  of  a Chevy  II.  She  says  it  was  an  extreaaly 
light  green.  The  License  Humber  on  the  car  was  EX — CD  15$}  Texas. 

After  the  tragic  incidents  that  have  occurred  in  nmiAw  t.hin  date,  upon 
hearing  about  the  killing  of  the  police  officer  I thought  about  the  incidents 
related  above  about  the  man  with  the  rifle  in  the  car,  and  for  these  reasons 
I decided  to  give  the  information  contained  herein  to  the  proper  authorities 
for  whatever  value  It  may  have. 
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
